There never was a more enchant- 
ing setting for an Easter Sunrise Ser- 
vice than the rustic hillsides of Holly- 
wood Bowl. The inspiring story of 
the risen Christ is unfolded here 
every spring through the beauty of 
song and through the spoken word. 

The Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise services have been highly suc- 
cessful each year because of the de- 
voted work put into the venture by 
hundreds of volunteer community 
workers. | 

For weeks before the program is 
presented the men, women and chil- 
dren on more than a dozen working 
committees put together the pieces 
that make the pattern for the sacred, 
non-sectarian worship. This is a 
noteworthy public service. 

By the magic of radio the services 
are heard by at least a hundred 
million persons in all parts of the 
world. For the second year the 
American’ Broadcasting Company 


(local outlet KECA) is broadcasting 
the devotional program and it is tele- 
vised by the Don Lee Broadcasting 
System. 

Youth finds a wholesome outlet for 
its energies by participation in the 
Hollywood Bowl Easter Sunrise Ser- 
vice. For the 28th consecutive Bowl 
program many groups of young 
people have contributed their share. 

Hugo Kirchhofer originated the 
idea of a children’s chorus arranged 
to form a “living cross.” Three hun- 
dred boys and girls averaging 12 
years of age enroll for this important 
feature of the service. Under Kirch- 
hofer’s direction they rehearse for 
several weeks. 

The University of California at Los 
Angeles a capella choir of 75 young 
men and women is making its Bowl 
debut for the 1948 program.

On June 8, 1948, the oldest known 
Community Sing, The Hollywood 
Community Sing will have ended its 
thirty-first year. Each Tuesday even- 
ing at 7:45 from the middle of Sep- 


tember to the middle of June the 


Sing meets in the Hollywood Con- 
gregational Church, 7065 Hollywood 
Boulevard. All are invited so the 
“neighbors and strangers soon be- 
come friends.” There is no charge. 

As usual the Christmas time was 
the season of generous hearts and the 
response was so great at the first call, 
all expenses were taken care of. Fruit 
and candy, packed in three hundred 
gay tarlatan stockings, tied with flow- 
ing celophane ribbons, were de- 
livered in time to brighten the holi- 
day for needy children. Hundreds 
of toys too were supplied. Again we 
say “Thank you.” 


Today we are attending the twenty- 


eighth annual Easter Sunrise Service, 
not all of which have been held in 
Hollywood Bowl. The first was held 
on Whitley Heights in 1919 and the 
next year on Olive Hill. The living 
cross of hundreds of children is one 
of the most thrilling sights of these 
services. Originated by Hugo Kirch- 
hofer, the children are rehearsed for 
weeks in advance so when he gives 
the signal their dark outer garments 
are dropped at once, and standing 
dressed in white, they burst forth 
singing that glorious Easter hymn, 
“Christ the Lord is Risen Today.” As 
radio has grown so have these sacred 
services been wafted through the air 
the world around. This year televi- 
sion will play a prominent part in 
spreading our Easter message. 
Besides the Easter Sunrise Service, 
other famous organizations growing

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Symphonies under the Stars - - - 1946 


One of the most extraordinary sea- 
sons in the history of Hollywood 
Bowl’s Symphonies under the Stars is 
being planned by the Hollywood 
Bowl Association. The 27th consecu- 
tive season of summer concerts in the 
world’s largest natural amphitheatre 
will open Tuesday, July 13. 


Profound and widespread interest 
was aroused among music lovers with 
the announcement that Eugene Or- 
mandy, distinguished music director 
of the Philadelphia Orchestra, has 
been engaged as music director of the 
Hollywood Bowl Orchestra for the 
coming season. 


Ormandy made his initial Bowl 
appearance as a guest conductor last 
summer and the reception by the 
public was so enthusiastic, he was 
asked to become music director. This 
came as a virtual public demand. 


Shortly after he accepted the invi- 
tation to head the Bowl orchestra, 
Ormandy met with Dr. Karl Wecker. 
general manager of the Hollywood 
Bowl Association, to discuss plans for 
the 1948 summer series. 


The first major work announced is 
the monumental eighth symphony 
by Gustav Mahler. This will be per- 
formed in late July, and will set the 
high standard of the season. 


The Mahler Eighth has had few 
performances owing to the high cost 
of production. Ormandy and_ the 
Bowl management felt its artistic 
worth is such that the financial risk 
should be taken. It calls for two 
adult choruses, a boys choir, enlarged 
symphony orchestra and seven solo- 
ists: two sopranos, two altos, tenor, 
baritone and bass. 


Auditions for soloists were held in 
early January and chorus organiza- 
tion was begun shortly after. The 
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adult choruses began rehearsals by 
February 1, and will continue with 
weekly rehearsals until the night of 
the performance. 

Mahler’s Eighth Symphony is 
known as the Symphony of the Thou- 
sand, combination of choruses and 
orchestra totaling that figure. The 
tremendous task of forming the two 
adult choruses was undertaken by J. 
Arthur Lewis as coordinator of the 
city’s Bureau of Music. A _ special 
screening had to be made of many 
chorus groups because of the diffi- 
culty of the choral work. 


Rehearsals and general choral 
training is under the supervision of 
Dr. Hugo Strelitzer who has been 
choral director for operatic and other 
productions in Hollywood Bowl 
since 1936. He is being assisted by 
Adolph Heller, assistant conductor 


of the Hollywood Bowl Orchestra 


and director of the Opera Reading 
Club of Hollywood. 


Concerts in the Bowl this summer 
will be every Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday night. Sunday night con- 
certs will not be given in the 1948 
season. 


Mr. Ormandy will conduct at least 
16 concerts including programs 
featuring symphonies and events with 
celebrated soloists. The Saturday 
nights will be of wide popular in- 
terest. 


Present plans call for two per: 
formances of the opera “Mme. 
Butterfly” by Puccini, directed by 
Ormandy. This popular grand opera 
has had three previous productions 
in the Bowl and has proved one of 
the prime favorites with Bowlgoers. 


Vocal and instrumental artists en- 
gaged for the solo nights will be 
among the foremost on the concert

Season ticket books, long a feature 

of Hollywood Bowl concerts, will be 

offered as usual in the coming sum- 


mer. These books of general ad- 
mission tickets contain coupons for 
all of the events on the regular sea- 
son of Symphonies under the Stars. 


The Pilgrimage Play 


California has vastly more to offer 
the world than salubrious climate, 
magnificent scenery of remarkable 
contrasts, orange groves and motion 
pictures. It has, besides the famous 
Huntington Library and Art Gallery 
vift to the state by a great philan- 


-thropist—two natural treasures that 


are the envy of the world. These are 
Hollywood Bowl, world’s largest 
natural amphitheatre, and the Pil- 
srimage Play Bowl, a unique out- 
door theatre of rustic beauty. 

Although the Pilgrimage Play 
Bowl is less widely known than its 
larger brother, it is no less important. 
Both amphitheatres are owned by 
the county of Los Angeles subject to 
a 99-year lease to the Hollywood 
Bowl Association. 

The Pilgrimage Play Bowl is a few 
hundred yards from the Hollywood 
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Bowl. It is the home of the Pilgrim- 
age Play, a reverent and dramatic 
transcription of the life of Jesus, 
which has been seen by a million 
persons in 20 seasons. Nelson Leigh 
plays the role of Jesus of Nazareth. 

The 21st season will open early 
next July and will be under the direc- 
tion of the Hollywood Bowl Theatre 
Association which directed the pro- 
duction last year. The Theatre Asso- 
ciation is an affiliate of the parent 
Hollywood Bowl Association. 

The Theatre Association has am- 
bitious plans for the development of 
theatre arts in both Bowls. On June 
23 it will open a summer session of 
the Hollywood Bowl Academy of 
Theatre Arts. This will initiate a pro- 
gram which ultimately will include 
a full term for the Academy in a 
winter curricula.

Second step in the educational pro- 
gram will be the formation of a Chil- 
dren’s Repertory Theatre. This will 
be followed by a School of Television 
and a School of Radio. All these 
developments will lead to the 
eventual long range plan for con- 


struction of buildings on Hollywood 
Bowl grounds with complete inte- 
gration of all elements for a success- 
ful operation of schools and academic 
teaching of all branches of the 
theatre arts.

in the impressive decorations, the 
Fairfax High School Hi-Y Club assists 
in many ways, 300 Hollywood High 
School students serve as ushers. Thus 
approximately 1,000 children and 
young people from primary grades 
through college have a vital part in 
the Hollywood Bowl Easter Service. 


It has proved an inspiration to the 
older groups to work side by side 
with these eager and gifted young 
people. At least 1,250 persons on com- 
mittees and in program arrangements 
put together the plans for celebrating 
Easter in Hollywood Bowl. It is done 
as a work of love and joy. Residents 
in a score of Southern California 
communities donate the 50,000 calla 
lilies displayed in the Bowl. 


This is the thirtieth successive 
Easter Sunrise Service in Hollywood. 
The earnest community leaders of the 
Hollywood Community Sing and 
other groups first gathered in the 
Hollywood Hills for their prayerful 
purpose. They set in motion the 
plans which eventually resulted in 
the fulfillment of a cherished dream 
—Symphonies under the Stars. 


Two years before the 1921 Easter 
service in the Bowl, these same en- 
thusiasts had given similar programs 
elsewhere in Hollywood. The initial 
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event was in 1919 on a nearby hill- 
top known as Whitley Heights. In 
1920 the increased interest forced the 
worshippers to move on to Olive Hill 
at Vermont Avenue and Hollywood 
Boulevard. 


First service in the Bowl was in 
1921 when the Los Angeles Philhar- 
monic Orchestra appeared. The 1922 
service was the immediate forerunner 
of the famed Bowl summer concerts 
which now are in their 27th season. 


The Easter message, scripture read- 
ing, invocation and benediction, are 
delivered each year by ministers 
chosen by the Hollywood Ministerial 
Association. 


The Hollywood Bowl Easter Sun- 
rise Service in 1943 became a non- 
profit community corporation so 
that this important civic undertaking 
may be perpetuated. Mrs. Burdette 
Hastings Chapman has been presi- 
dent of the corporation from its 
inception. She has devoted many 
year of consecrated service to this 
activity. 

Sixteen committees serve under 
General Chairman Otto K. Olesen, 
vice-president of the Corporation. 
Mrs. Lawrence Downs is the 1948 
Program Committee Chairman and 
Ida R. Koverman is co-chairman.

erimage Play. Mrs. Cecil Frankel 
called a small group together in May, 
1917, not only to brighten the morale 
of the people of Hollywood during 
the gloom of war, but also to sell gov- 
ernment bonds and work in other war 
activities. What great vision these 
pioneers had! 


With Hugo Kirchhofer at the helm 
as Musical Director and Inez Jacob- 
son as his most able co-partner we 
have a duo that cannot be equalled. 
Kay, as he is lovingly known by his 
legion of friends, has never lost the 
pep and fire he began these Sings in 
their early days. Whenever a guest 
artist asks if Inez will play the 
accompaniments, there is always the 
quick and cheery agreeing to arrange 
rehearsals and then perfect perform- 
ances. With a happy greeting Kay 
starts the meetings with all singing 
America. Old favorites, hymns, clas- 
sics, opera choruses and folk songs 
are sung for the balance of the hour. 
A unique part of our meetings is 
when Mr. Kirchhofer calls for all who 
are visiting the Sing for the first time 
to stand and tell from where they 
came. Visitors have come from the 
farthermost corners of the globe. 
Many friendships are known to have 
begun here. All of this is part of our 
slogan “for the enrichment of com- 
munity life.” Then, Mr. Harry Me- 
Knight, who is serving for the second 
year as President of the Sing is intro- 
duced and announcements of interest 
are made. He next introduces the 
guest artist of the evening. Usually a 
half hour program is presented. Many 
world renowned artists have so gen- 
erously given of their talents. Carrie 
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Jacobs Bond for years gave the first 
program of each month. Charles 
Wakefield Cadman, pianist, also 
appeared frequently. Richard Hali- 
burton, Ruth St. Dennis, Gracie 
Allen, George Burns, Don Blanding, 
are but to mention a few. The even- 
ing ends by all rising to sing the 
national anthem.
